Top state political, leaders con- 
sidered a plan to modify the coun- 
ty unit system to protect it against 
court attacks, but the idea appar- 
ently is dead for this session. 


The present effort never got 
as far as being formally intro- 
duced, but it was seriously con- 
sidered in some of the highest 
circles of state politics. 


Unlike past efforts, which were 
put forward by big-county law- 
makers, this plan had unusual 
weight because it was considered 
by supporters of the county unit 
system as a means of protecting 
it against court attacks. 


FULTON WOULD GAIN 


Under the plan, counties would 
have maintained all their present 
unit strength but received addi- 
tional units for every 50,000 popu- 
lation. Fulton stood to receive 
as many as 30 unit votes. 


Proponents of the modification 
thus hoped to offset any legal 
claim the system was not pro 
portionally based. 


Defenders of the unit system 
frankly are concerned that since 
the most recent change of mem- 
bership on the U.S. Supreme 
Court, the system is in danger. 
Last year the court voted 5-4 
against hearing an attack on the 
unit system. 


SUCCEEDED BY LIBERAL 


(Former Justice Harold Bur- 
ton, who has been associated with 
the conservatives, has since been 
succeeded by Justice Potter 
Stewart, who is considered more 
liberal. 


But the argument that ap- 
parently killed any bill for this 
session is this: If modifying the 
unit system can protect it from 
the court, then it would do no 
harm to wait until the present 
system is struck down before 
changing it.

Donovan, who commanded the 
“Fighting 69th’”’ Regiment of the 
Rainbow Division in World War 
I, gained the nickname of ‘Wild 
Bill” for the exacting methods of 
training he used and the aggres- 
sive example of vigor and spirit 
he set for his men. 


His fighting prowess became a 
World War I legend. But his 
greatest fame came during World 
War II as chief of the OSS, the 
daring secret intelligence outfit 
that was worldwide in scope. It 
conducted important research at 
home and daring exploits abroad, 
many of them behind enemy lines. 


DECORATED BY TRUMAN 


In 1946, President Harry S. Tru- 
man decorated Donovan for his 
services. The award was the oak 
leaf cluster to the Distinguished 
Service Medal he received during 
World War I. 


In ._ 1957, President Eisenhow- 
er awarded Donovan the National 
Security Medal. 


Donovan once served as Ambas- 
sador to Thailand. 


He also went on various public 
missions for the government from

“The benefits of fluoridation 
have been proved again and 
again,” Sellers declared. The 
process was endorsed by the 
State Board of Health in 1950 and 
again in 1952 as a “safe, practical 
and effective health measure,” he 
said.

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Welfare Program Is 
Big Business Here 


. The welfare program in Fulton Coun- 
ty is much more costly than many 
taxpayers realize. 

~ In fact, administrator Wellborn Ellis 
ranks it second only to the City of At- 
lanta school system as the “biggest busi- 
ness” among governmental operations in 
the county. 

Federal, state and county welfare ex- 
penditures here this year are expected 
to surpass 10 million dollars, a figure 
slightly higher than that of the depres- 
sion year of 1938. 

Population growth and inflation, to- 
gether with increased grants from state 
and federal governments, are factors in 
the rising costs of the program. 

But for rehabilitative services con- 
ducted in the past several years, the case 
load would have been even higher. Here 
is a field of endeavor that must be beefed 
up in the years ahead if continued in- 
creases in the rolls are to be held to a 
minimum. 

Society needs to take a firmer stand 
toward those who are financially able to 
contribute to the support of relatives on 
relief but who fail to do so. The courts and 
law enforcement officers also should be 
more vigorous in seeing to it that parents 
who abandon their children fulfill their 
financial responsibilities to them. 

The welfare program serves a useful 
and necessary purpose. There should 
be no begrudging payments made to 
those who through physical disability or 
other unavoidable circumstances are un- 
able to help themselves. 

But constant diligence must be ex- 
ercised to return as many as possible to 
the ranks of the employed and to con- 
fine the welfare rolls to those with legiti- 
mate reasons for drawing payments. It is 
no place for free loaders.

At Alaska Constitution 


Since Sen. Talmadge has cited the 
Alaska Constitution as a constitutional 
model for local self-determination in the 
matter of public school administration 
and control, perhaps this is the time to 
consider some of the other desirable fea- 
tures of our sister state’s constituticn.

The wise Alaskans voted to 
steer clear of and “to guard against the 
creation of unnecessary local units and 
taxing authorities or anything like the 


typical county with its tight unchangeable — 


boundaries, its heavy overhead of. elected 
officials and independent boards, its in- 
adequate powers and finances.” 
Other desirable features are a short 
ballot, a strong, responsible executive and 
a unified court system. And, too, state de-

Alaskans have drawn up 


(and therefore no county unit system or 
fee system) whatsoever, a responsible 
executive, a short ballot and a unified 
court system.

Statistics Back Need 


For Safety Education 


Recently some aspects of driver edu- 
cation have been receiving considerable 
criticism. These critics view the program 
as cumbersome and out of place as part 
of the school curriculum, taking up time 
which should be devoted to basic school 
subjects. 

The Atlanta League of Women Voters, 
for instance, has raised the question in 
connection with the program in Atlanta 
schools. They cite such objections as cost 
and time-consuming instruction. There is 
much to be said for their view and for 
contentions that driver-training itself 
should be conducted outside the regular 
school setup. 

But statistics show that somebody 
somewhere should conduct a safety edu- 
cation program for school-age children, 
not only in driver training but in all 
phases of safety and accident prevention. 

In a recent article in the American 
School Board Journal, Dr. Virgil M. Rog- 
ers and Dr. Walter A. Cutter, of Syracuse 
University and New York University re- 
spectively, point out that in the school- 
age bracket accidents caused more deaths 
than any single disease which affects 
this age group. They argue; therefore, 
that safety education should be about 
as important as education in hygiene and 
health. 

They argue further that in the 25 
years from 1932 to 1956 almost 2,500,000 
people in this country lost their lives as 
a result of accidents and about 250 million 
people suffered injuries. Total cost of 
these accidents for this period is esti- 
mated at 150. billion dollars, 

With nearly 100,000 persons killed 
and injured each year and a monetary.loss 
estimated in billions of dollars, these ex- 
perts see safety education as the “science 
of staying alive.” People must be condi- 
tioned to the hazardous environment in 
which we are living. 

Constructive criticism of programs as 
they exist are certainly in order. But the 
statistics do prove that safety education is 
an absolute must in today’s world. The 
Atlanta Traffic and Safety Council has 
taken its stand in support of that premise.

Scouts’ 49th Birthday 
Finds Movement Strong 


This week marks the 49th anniver- 
sary of the Boy Scouts of America. The 
period Feb. 7-13 has been proclaimed as 
National Boy Scout Week and communi- 
ties throughout Georgia and the nation 
have planned appropriate observances. 

Americans as a group do not have to 
be sold on the Boy Scout movement. More 
than 29,500,000 boys and leaders have 
been in the program in the years since 
1910. There are more than 4,780,000 in 
scouting today. 

A new and important phase of scout- 
ing, the explorer group, is now available 
for high-school age boys. This program is 
designéd to aid teen-agers during the 
period of difficult social adjustment be- 
tween adolescence and manhood. Young 
men at least 14 years of age and in the 
ninth grade are eligible and member- 
ship may continue through age 17. 

Boy Scouts learn by doing. Through 
group activities they learn to get along 
with each other. From adult leadership 
and guidance they develop better be- 
havior habits. 

In Atlanta and throughout the state, 
parents, schools, civic groups, churches 
and service clubs are urged to continue 
to give maximum support to the Boy 
Scouts. It will pay big dividends in 
stronger communities and a_ stronger 
state.

Army Uses 
Koreans To 


Fill Ranks 


- Aids Shortage 
In 2 Divisions

WASHINGTON—The Army has 
so few men that every combat 
unit in its two divisions in Korea, 
right down to the level of the 12- 
man squads, has Koreans in it to 
fill the depleted ranks. 


The exact number of Koreans 
who have been integrated in the 
lst Cavalry and 7th Infantry di- 
visions in Korea is a secret. But 
there are indications that perhaps 
half of the two 14,000-man di- 
visions are Koreans. 


In addition, many Koreans are 
serving in supporting corps ar- 
tillery units and a missile com- 
mand that is armed with Honest 
John rockets. 


The Koreans serving under the 
American flag in their own coun- 
try are known as Katusans, for 
Koreans attached to the U.S. 
Army. 


The Koreans receive equal re- 
sponsibilities with American 
troops. Sometimes there are lan- 
guage difficulties. But these have 
been generally overcome and the 
Katusans often can be found serv- 
ing in small gun crews as well as 
in squads and platoons with 
Americans.

A search of the National Ar- 
chives made as part of the ses- 
quicentennial celebration of Lin- 
coln’s birth disclosed the Mary 
Lincoln telegrams and other new 
Lincoln documents among the old 
records of the War and State 
departments. The archives, oper- 
ated by the General Services Ad- 
ministration, are the final repos- 
itory for government. documents. 
The Lincoln exhibit opening there 
Monday carries him from his first 
appearance in the census to Pres- 
ident Andrew Johnson's proclama- 
tion of mourning for his death. 
Fifteen hitherto unknown mes- 
sages in Lincoln’s hand ,have been 
discovered, and six are on display. 


TELEGRAMS REVEALING 


But none are as revealing as the 
two telegrams of Mary Lincoln, 
sent from Fortress Monroe when 
she was on her way from Wash- 
ington to rejoin her husband on 
the River Queen at City Point 
(on the James River below Rich- 
mond—now Hopewell) which she 
had left a few days earlier for no 
recorded reason. The Lincolns 
were on what had been announced 
as a vacation voyage, but in real- 
ity was a presidential trip to wind 
up the Civil War.

the Soviet Union this spring on 
the German question and the Ber- 
lin crisis. 


Siinday morning's meeting be- 
tween the Americans and the 
West Germans in the Chancellor’s 
official residence, the Palais 
Schaumburg. Reporting on the 
meeting the American spokesman 
said the Chancellor expressed the 
belief that the West should be 
guided in all negotiations with the 
Soviet Uion by the principle of 
-nho concessions without counter- 
concessions.” 


Any unilateral concession, the 
Chancellor said, ‘‘only encourages 
their greed.” Adenaur observed 
that some people considered flex- 
ibility and unilateral concessions 
synonymous. The spokesman said 
Dulles ‘“‘fully agreed’ with the 
Chancellor’s remarks. 


The secretary took the same 
line in a brief speech at the air- 
port before boarding his military 
air transport super-constellation 
for the flight home. He described 
his talks with Adenaur as “highly 
satisfactory.” 


“They have brought about, I be- 
lieve, a similarity of thinking and 
planning in relation to the prob- 
lems that lie ahead, particularly 
in Berlin,” Dulles said. He be- 
liever that the talks would help 
assure that “‘we will be united and 
firm for our rights.” 


DULLES. LIMITS STAND 


“This does not exclude being 
conciliatory,”’ Dulles said. “But 
it does exclude merely making 
concessions for which there is no 
counterpart. Such concessions do 
not really increase the prospect 
of peace and stibility. They mere- 
ly encourage more exaggerated 
demands.” 


Like Saturday’s opening ses- 
sion, this morning's meeting be- 
tween the Americans and the 
West Germans was in two parts. 


A group of six spent 45 minutes 
discussing the threat to Berlin 
raised by the Soviets’ announced 
intention of transferring their re- 
sponsibilities there to the East 
German Communists. 


Then other advisers joined with 
the six for a 75-minute general 
review of the German question 
and presumably a renewed dis- 
cussion of the answer the Western 
powers now are drafting to the 
Soviet proposal for a conference 


of 28 states to sign a peace treaty 
with the two Germanies.

Should I Invest My Savings 


@. I'm a working man and 
have saved a modest amount of 
capital. I have thought of put- 
ting this money inte a _ coin- 
operated or quick-service laun- 
dry and running it part time to 
supplement my regular pay- 
check. Do you think this is a 
good idea? Mr. S8.M., New York. 


A. If you mean between $8,- 
000 and $10,000 when you say 
“modest capital,” Mr. §&.M., 
you've saved enough to start 
either a coin-operated or quick- 
service laundry. But if you have 
a part-time venture in mind, 
we'd say stick to a coin-oper- 
ated one because quick-service 
laundries, or launderettes, are 
no part-time operation for most 
owners. They are usually 8 
a.m. to 8 p.m., seven-day-a- 
week marathons. 


Coin-operated laundries were 
first started after World War 
II. A few years later, however, 
most of them were converted to 
quick-service operations. Their 
owners found that coin mecha- 
nisms on washing machines and 
dryers jammed when manned 
by too many unskilled hands. 
So instead of turning a customer 
loose with a machine, they be- 
gan to take his bundle of 
clothes, run it through washer 
and dryer themselves, and re- 
turn it several hours later — 
clean, dry and bundled. 


Today, however, better coin 
mechanisms have been de- 
veloped and the trend is revers- 
ing itself. Across the country, 
more than 4,000 coin-operated 
laundries churn out the family 
wash. 


Now if you are interested in 


this business, Mr. S.M., perhaps 
you'd like to know what you 
need to enter it: 


EQUIPMENT: You should 
have between 15 and 25 heavy- 
duty washers and you may want 
to mix their capacities — use 
some eight-pound capacity ma- 
chines, some 16- and some 25- 
pound washers. You should 
have about five dryers, several 
water extractors and, of course, 
coin changers. If you want to 
be fancy, you might add food 
and drink vending machines, 
coin-operated hobby horses and 
juke boxes. Other coin-operated 
laundries furnish comfortable 
chairs, free magazines, play- 
pens for children and piped-in 
music. 


HOURS: You'll probably want 
to keep open 24 hours a day. 


LOCATION: Your best ones 
are either in a modern shopping 
center that serves thickly popu- 
lated apartment houses and 
new-home areas where young 
married couples live, or a dense- 
ly populated, low-to-middle-in- 
come city area with a high per- 
centage of rooming and board- 
ing houses. Try to have parking 
space for cars. 


SERVICE: Plan to fix ma- 
chines that break down your- 
self. You'll cut costs consider- 
ably if you can. 


PROFITS: Profits are high 
now, but may not stay that way 
as the number of coin-operated 
laundries increases. Some own- 
ers claim they get a 50 per cent 
return on their investment. 


Q. An insurance agent said 
something to me recently about

insuring my wife. This seems 
like an odd idea to me since I 
thought insurance was supposed 
to be for family protection. 
What sense is there in side- 
tracking money into insurance 
on your wife? Mr. H. D. 


A. You are right in thinking 
that insurance is primarily for 


family protection. So it also 
makes sense to buy life insur- 
ance on your wife when and if 
it will contribute to family pro- 
tection, and contribute enough 
to make the expense worth 
while. 


If you can bring yoursedf to 
think of your wife in terms of 
economic values for a moment, 
you may well find that her death 
would bring some financial dif- 
ficulties. First would come med- 


dren. And at the same time, 
your spendable income would 
drop because of higher taxes. 


Except in extreme circum- 
\stances, you would undoubted- 
ly manage all this as long as 
you are still working and earn- 
ing. But particularly during 
the first months of readjust- 
ment and deepest grief and 
emotional strain, the going 
could be plenty rough. 


The decision, of course, is al- 
ways arguable. On the one hand 
every cent spent for wife  in- 
surance is a cent unavailable 
for your own. On the other hand, 
a $1,000 or $2,000 policy need 
not divert very much premium 
money.

WASHINGTON (#—Russia and the Western pow- 
ers appear close to the breakoff point in their negotia-. 
tions for an agreement banning tests of nuclear weapons. | 


A statement issued by the So- 
viet Foreign Ministry and broad- 
cast by Moscow radio Saturday 
was regarded here as a move to 
put blame for the threatened 
collapse on the United States. 


The Moscow statement said 
Washington's attitude on the issue 
“makes it impossible to conclude 
an agreement.”’

At Corpuscles 


’ Blood consists of a fluid called 
plasma which contains corpus- 
cles, both red and white. This 
corpuscle is a neat little pack- 
age containing certain materials 
which are best carried in this 
way rather than loosely in the 
plasma. 


The red corpuscle, or erythro- 
cyte ‘red cell), is red because it 
contains hemoglobin. It is a bi- 
concave disk, so shaped for larg- 
er bulk and to allow all of its 
surface to: be saturated. Hemo- 
globin carries oxygen from the 
lungs to the body cells and trans- 
ports carbon dioxide. 


When we talk about “good red 
blood” we are talking about a 
normal quantity of red corpus- 
cles with enough hemoglobin to 
keep us alive and happy; the usual 
microscopic count is about 4 to 
5,000,000 in the cubie millimet- 
er. 

The other type of corpuscle in 
the blood is called the leucocyte 
(white cell). These leucocytes are 
actually colorless. The white 
cells, or leucocytes, consist of sev- 
eral types. The normally most 
numerous ones are called by a 
long name, polymorphonuclear or 
polynuclear leucocytes. 


In certain infectious diseases 
this type of white cell in the blood 
increases rapidly to fight the in- 
fection. In fact the intensiveness 
of the infection can be gauged by 
the “elevation of the white 
count,” or leucocytosis as it is 
usually expressed. One can also 
follow to some extent the course 
of such an infection by the way 
the “‘white count” goes up or 
down. 

The normal count is between 
6,000 and 10,000 per cubic milli- 
meter measured by microscope as 
is the red cell count from a smear 
of the blood taken from your fin- 
ger or arm. 


Then there is the so-called dif- 
ferential leucocyte count, which 
simply means that the different 
types of white cells are counted. 
This has great significance be- 
cause in different types of dis- 
ease there are different numerical 
proportions of certain types of 
cells; hence diagnosis is often 
helped a great deal by this ex- 
amination.

Birds Go for Atlanta 
As a Winter Resort 


Atlanta is a winter resort for one group of air travelers. Al- 
though our weather sometimes at this time of year doesn’t seem 
fit for,man or beast, there are a lot of birds which like it. 


Migrant birds, from pipits to grebes to scaups, spend the win- 
ter here and then, in spring, fly back to their summer homes all the 
way from New Jersey to the Arctic Circle. 


Louis Fink, the Trust Company of Georgia official who is also 
an expert amateur ornithologist, supplied a list of some of the 
winter visitors you may be lucky enough to see. “‘Let’s start with 
our biggest visiter—the Canada goose. I saw one on Echo Lake 
and there have been some reported in coves on the Chattahoochee, 
These big birds usually go farther south, but some stop here all 
winter. They spend the summer in Canada, of course, and some 
go’as far north as the Arctic Circle. 


“Then out at East Lake you can see coot and grebe and 
scaup, to name some more water birds. This year an old squaw— 
that’s the name, honest—flew in to spend the winter at East Lake. 
This is the first time in 25 years that this kind of duck has been 
seen anywhere around here. Another waterbird, the ring-necked 
duck, likes East Lake, too. 


“In the tree-bird category there are yellow-bellied sapsuckers, 
brown creepers, the house wren and Bewick’s wren, and the 
kinglet. The kinglet is the smallest of the birds which winter here. 
Then there's the hermit thrush, which is a cousin to the robin, and 
the pipit. 

“The only place I've spotted a pipit is at the sewage dis- 
posal plant on Entrenchment Creek. They come there every year. 
Then there is the cedar waxwing, which is common, and of course, 
the grackles and rusty blackbirds. 


“There. is a flock of rusty blackbirds with some grackles 
mixed in out on Campbellton Road. There must be 100,000 
birds in that flock. They are the birds which sometimes roost 
on buildings and make such a mess. 

“We have some migratory sparrows, too. There are the white- 
throated sparrows, the song sparrows and the fox sparrow, which 
is the same ruddy color as a red fox. 


“Incidentally, if you want to feed sparrows, put the feed on 
the ground. They are ground feeders and won't fly up on a bird 
feeder usually.”
